ort Erie can 
remain a small, 
quiet town and 
embrace growth at the 

At Monday's council- 
in-committee meeting, 
a detailed glimpse was 
given by staff into a 
residential development 
project being touted as 
the largest in Fort Erie 
history, on more than 
80 acres of land, at the 
current Rio Vista Golf 
Course. 

It is proposed to create 
769 new dwelling units, 
while staff estimates 
it will generate $6.6 
million in development 
charges. 

A public meeting was 
held, a requirement of 
the Planning Act, and 
there were all types of 
positions delivered, 
many of them the ones 
you’d expect - traffic, 
environmental concerns, 
and the ever-popular 
'that’s not why I moved 
here two years ago’ 
mindset. 


Not that this is an 
unfair argument and 
that new residents don't 
have a right to voice their 
opinions, but perhaps 
it’s too early to start the 
paranoia that a new 
neighbourhood is going 
to keep the surrounding 
area awake all night. 

Do people who live 
on Rosehill or Kraft 
Roads complain about 
Crescent Park and how 
much their lives have 
been disrupted since 
the large residential area 
was built, one much 
larger than the one up 
for consideration in 
Ward 1? 

This isn’t an exact 
comparison but consider 
the similarities - look 
at things with an open 
mind and maybe even 
think of the people in 
the downtown area who 
don’t have their own 
full-service gas station 
or grocery store. Maybe 
it's time they have access 
to these amenities, 
which have been much 


more accessible in 
other residential areas 
of Greater Fort Erie for 
decades. 

It will be sad to see 
Rio Vista Golf Course 
no longer be a part of 
the town’s identity, 
but if anyone wants to 
convince the developer 
who now owns the 
historic track to sell it 
back to you so you can 
maintain it in its current 
state for many years to 
come - start making 
some phone calls. 

The course will 
remain open for 
“a couple of years” 
according to the staff 
report approved by 
council on Monday, 
so this season, dust off 
your clubs and make 
sure you play a few 
rounds at the nine-hole 
course on Crooks Street 
and try to beat the best 
score you’ve had there 
in your golf life.
